The agreements set up pre- 


cise standards governing the po- 
sition, size, spacing, zoning and 
lighting of billboards along in- 
terstate and primary road sys- 
tems. 


A major Impetus for highway 


view preservation is the 1965 
federal Highway Beautification 
Act providing for billboard con- 
trols, 
screening of roadside 


junkyards and landscaping. 


Under this legislation, non- 


complying states are threatened 
With a loss of 10 per cent of fed- 
eral highway funds contributed 
toward both interstate and pri- 
mary highway systems. 


The deadline for compliance 


was Jan. 1, but Alan S. Boyd, 
secretary of the Department of 
Transportation, said no penal- 
ties will be applied this year.

are Maryland, Alaska, Califor- 
nia,

The count of Americans killed 


in combat has averaged 379 a 
week this year, dropping as low 
as 184 at the start and soaring 
as high as 562 in early May. 


Projecting the 379 a week av- 


erage over the entire year 
would boost battle deaths in the 
Vietnam war to 35,730—more 
than 2,000 above the Korean 
War's 33,629 killed in combat. 


The 
cost 
in 
hospitalized 


wounded has averaged out to 
1,198—U.S. servicemen a week 
so far this year. Extending this 
over the full year, as In the case 
of the combat dead, would bring 
the war total of such wounded to 
115,284. That would be 12,000 
more than the 103,284 in the Ko* 
rean War. 


The Pentagon contends it is 


misleading to try to compare to- 
tal 
Vietnam casualties with 


those reported in other wars. 


This, officials say, is because 


the Vietnam reports include fig- 
ures for wounded not requiring 
hospital care. No such statistics 
were kept in earlier wars, the 
Pentagon says. The 72,431 total 
of nonhospital wounds in the 
Vietnam war as of June 8 repre- 
sents a significant portion of the 
177,716 over-all U.S. casualties 
recorded to that date. 


Such lesser wounds, the Pen- 


tagon 
says, 
include 
cuts, 


bruises, abrasions and the like. 
Treatment involves application 
of antiseptics or antibiotics and 
bandaging, if necessary. 


Often, officials say, men go 


back to their duties immediate- 
ly after being treated, and thus 
cannot be counted as losses. 


However, some comparisons 


are possible by limiting them to 
certain statistics kept in all 
wars—battle deaths and hospi- 
tal wounds. 


By this standard, 1968 almost 


certainly will eclipse the most 
costly full year of the Korean 
War, 
1951, when 11,358 Ameri- 


cans were killed and 43,576 
wounded. 


The toll this year already is 


8,722 killed in combat and 27,5 53 
sent to hospitals—with 1968 not 
even half finished. 


By any measure, the Vietnam 


war's cost in killed and wound- 
ed pales against the staggering 
bill for World War H-291,557 
Americans killed in battle and 
670,846 
wounded.

Letters Urge 
Stronger Gun 
Regulations

WASHINGTON (AP) - A del- 


uge of letters, telegrams and 
telephone calls urging stronger 
federal gun-control laws has de« 
scended on Congress since the 
assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. 


The tide of messages is heav- 


iest from urban areas, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press sur- 
vey of 90 Congress members 
from representative districts. 
But mail 
from rural areas, 


especially in the East and Mid- 
west, is also regisfering a shift 
in favor of stronger gun curbs. 


The rural South and South- 


west are generating more de- 
mands for firearms control, as 
is the hunting country of the 
Rocky Mountain states. 


Congress has passed legisla- 


tion curbing the mail-order sale 
of handguns. President Johnson, 
who wants the ban extended to 
rifles and shotguns, has not 
signed it. 


Varying bills for stronger gun 


legislation have been proposed 
since the assassination. They in- 
clude Johnson's request for ex- 
tension of the mail-order curb to 
rifles and shotguns and compul- 
sory registration and licensing 
of all firearms. 


Sen. Harris A. Williams Jr.,

A—G a n g r e n c is not a 


disease but a term applied to 
tissue death. 
It may be a 


manifestation of d i f f e r e n t 
diseases. When, as is the case 
in some infections, the blood 
still reaches the dead or dying 
tissues the condition is called 
moist gangrene. 
But when, 


as is the case with severe 
frostbite or tissue death due 
to obstruction in an artery, no 
blood can reach the tissues 
we have mummification or 
dry gangrene. 


This is a pathological class-

SECTION 1. That Section 28 of • 


Article VII of the Constitution of 
the State of Arkansas is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

"Section 28. (a) The county 


judge shall be the administrative 
officer of the county, and in his 
capacity as county administrator 
the county judge shall, in the 
manner provided by law; approve 
the disbursement of money for 
county purposes; supervise the 


» construction, 
maintenance 
and 


improvement of county roads and 
bridges, county buildings and 


, other county improvement; make 
contracts, purchases and sales in 
behalf of the county; and, 
per- 


form such additional duties as ad- 
ministrative officer of the county 
as may be prescribed by law. The 
General Assembly shall enact laws 
requiring each county judge to 
furnish a surety bond of a cor- 
porate surety company authorized 
to do business in this State, in 
such amount as may be deter- 
mined by law, for the faithful per- 
formance and accounting of all 
duties imposed upon the county 
judge as county administrator. 
Any person aggrieved by any act 
or omission of the county judge, 
acting in his capacity as county 
administrator, may appeal to the 
circuit court of the county, and 
from the action of the circuit 
court may appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 


(b) In addition to his duties as 


administrative officer of the coun- 
ty, the county judge shall be the 
judge of the county court. The 
county court shall have jurisdic- 
tion with respect to the internal 
improvement and local concerns 
of the respective counties, except 
with respect to those duties of 
the county judge as the adminis- 
trative officer of the county as 
provided in subjection (a) of this 
section, as rosy be provided by 
law, 


(c) 
Until otherwise provided 


by Jaw, jurisdiction and duties of 
the county court, existing at the 
time of the adoption of this 
amendment, 
with 
respect 
to 


bastardy, vagrancy, the apro-en* 
tieeship of minors, and the juve* 
nile court shall be vested in and 
performed by the chancery court 
of the county, provided that the 
Genera! Assembly may vest such 
duties or jurisdiction in such 
other courts or departments as 
may be provided by law."

Article Vll of the Constitution of 
the State of Arkansas i, hereby

Court Action 
Seeks faster 
Integration 
HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP>- 


Fifteen years after the U, S. 
Supreme Court struck down 
separate but equal schools in 
its famous desegregation rul« 
Ing, the federal government is 
moving vigorously to apply the 
verdict In several Arkansas 
school districts. 


Hot Springs got the word 


most recently when a review 
team from the Department of 
Health, Education and Weflare 
told the school board Thursday 
night the dual school system 
must be abolished by the fall 
of 1969. 


The team made clear that it 


would like to see it happen by 
next September, but allowed the 
1969 date in case administra- 
tive difficulties delay bringing 
about the eradication of the 
dual system. 


Representatives of the de- 


partment earlier made similar 
demands of the school boards 
at Malvern and Blytheville. 


At Hot Springs, the board was 


told the district has not "suc- 
cessfully eliminated the racial 
identity" of three schools, and 
also has moved too slowly in 
desegregating school faculties. 


The board was given until 


July 8 to submit a plan HEW 
considers better than the free- 
dom - of - choice desegregation 
plan used during the past school 
term. 


The review team pointed to 


all-Negro Goldstein Elementary 
School, Whittlngton Elementary 
School 
and 
Langston 
High 


School as 
examples of the 


failure of the Hot Springs free- 
dom-of-cholce plan. 


Framing its ideas as sugges- 


tions, the team said one de- 
sirable step might be to limit 
transfers so a student could not 
move out of an area where his 
race was in the minority.

trade suppliers — adding $100 
to $200 to the cost of an adver- 
tisement. We have been working 
since March, 1967, on the techni- 
que of making separations In our 
own shop in an attempt to cut 
this extra cost to advertisers 
to perhaps $50 per picture. 


After much trouble and many 


delays, we are getting along with 
the program — and no matter 
what the cost or how Jong it 
takes, we expect to bring it off 
successfully.

This cumulative total breaks 


down into 24,744 killed, 80,541 
wounded who needed hospital 
care, and 72,431 who suffered 
lesser wounds and didn't have 
to be hospitalized.

wounded averaged out to 2,692 a 
week over the first 23 weeks this 
year—twice the 1,372 weekly av- 
erage in 1967.

TRACY, Minn. (AP) - A tor- 


nado snapped through town with 
the sting of a big whip Thursday 
evening, killing seven persons 
and destroying and damaging 
more than 100homes. 


Authorities feared the death 


toll would climb today as rescue 
workers pulled apart the rubble 
of houses. 


Spokesmen at the Tracy Hos- 


pital said seven bodies had been 
recovered, Victims included five 
women, a man and a girl aged 


Seventy-two patients were ad- 


mitted ana 2<J remained over- 
night, Eleven were listed in crit- 
ical condition. 


The twister, powered two 


miles through this town of 2,800 
in 
Minnesota's southwestern 


farmland, It ravaged a block- 
and-a-half wide path, then skirt- 
ed into the countryside, clawing 
an occasional farm building be- 
fore It dissipated five miles out 
of town. 


Tracy was without electric 


power, water and phone service 
for several hours. The hospital 
was operating on emergency 
generators. 


Water was brought by tank 


trucks from nearby l&rshall 
and Slayton, 


The death toll would probably 


have gone much higher if the 
town hadn't been warned by a 
farmer, who telephoned the vol- 
unteer fire department as the 
twister approached eight miles 
to the southwest. The town siren 
wailed in the early, eerie dusk. 


Fire Chief Bernard Holm 
said, "This saved many, many 
lives." The farmer had phoned 
his alert at 6$5 p.m., seven 
minutes before 
the hospital 


clocks stopped, denoting power 
circuits were broken. 


PARIS' (AP) - A sustained

Harriman declared at the 


Wednesday session of the Paris 
talks with Thuy that terror at- 
tacks on Saigon "could have the 
most serious consequences for 
these talks." 


U.S. officials declined to spell 


out 
exactly 
what Harriman 


meant because only Lresident 
Johnson could decide to make a 
major change in U.S. military- 
diplomatic strategy. 


But knowledgeable diplomate 


familiar with the U.S. view of 
the situation said many more 
rocket assaults like those ear- 
lier this week, when explosives 
rained on the center of the city, 
would force Johnson to consider 
retaliatory action against the 
North and suspension of the 
talks. Expanded bombing of the 
North by itself could provoke a 
North Vietnamese decision to 
suspend the talks. 


American officials were re- 


ported uncertain about what ac- 
tion to expect from the North 
Vietnamese • and 
Viet 
Cong 


forces in South Vietnam, Their 
heavy bombardment of the city 
early this week was not immedi- 
ately followed by more massive 
blows, but the clandestine Com- 
munist radio In South Vietnam 
threatened that a lOO^day bpnjv 
bardment 
would be started 


Monday. 


U.S. officials In Saigon doubt- 


ed that the Communists could 
maintain a heavy bombardment 
-of the city over many days. But 
in the war-scarred city of three 
million people, thousands were 
packing sandbags to give them- 
selves some protection.

SAIGON (AP)- U,s< soldiers 


scouring Saigon's rocket belt 
Thursday found 32 enemy mis- 
siles and killed 26 guerrillas, 
But despite the 12,000 allied 
troops combing the area, the 
Viet Cong fired fdur rockets into 
Tan Son Nhut airbase, killing 
one American and damaging a 
plane, 


Saigon itself escaped attack 


for the third Straight day, 


The biggest cache of rockets 


wag found by men of the U.S. 
1st Infantry Division six miles 
northeast of the capital, They 
uncovered and destroyed 22 
rounds of 107mm Chinese rock- 
ets, which made their first ap- 
pearance in the Vietnam war 
last February, 


Troops of the U.S. 25th Infan- 


try Division accounted for 10 of 
the big 122mm Soviet rockets 
with which the Viet Cong has 
been blasting at Saigon since 
iVfey 5. Nine were found in four 
sampans submerged in a canal 
nine miles northwest of Saigon, 
and the 10th was located at a 
firing site five miles northwest 
of the capital. 


The 26 guerrillas were killed 


in two clashes, and six U.S. sol- 
diers were wounded. 


In addition to the thousands of 


allied troops searching in a radi- 
us of seven miles around the 
capital, the distance from which 
the big enemy rockets cen hit 
the city, more radar equipment 
reportedly has been installed to 
pinpoint the enemy launching' 
sites for counterfire. 


While •U.S. military officials 


believe they can reduce the 
rocket attacks on Saigon, they 
say there is no way.to eliminate 
them. The.;Viet Cong alwavs-wlll 
be able to sneak a few men and 
rockets through uie alliedf pa- 
trols, they say.

Although Saigon has now gone 


three days without being hit by 
either mortars or rockets, the 
Viet Cong has threatened to 
launch a hew attack Monday. 
Broadcasts from the Viet Cong's 
liberation Radio have said Sai- 
gon will be hit with 100-round 
barrages for 100 straightdays. 


Captured Viet Cong also have 


reported that the ground attack 
on the city will be renewed Sat- 
urday. 


Elsewhere in South Vietnam, 


a lull in ground fighting contin- 
ued. 


In the air war against North 


Vietnam, U.S. pilots flew 136 
missions Thursday against tar- 
gets in the southern panhandle. 
Air Force pilots said they de-r 
stroyed or damaged 13 sara-~ 
pans, nine trucks, seven antiair- 
craft batteries, a locomotive 
and four rail cars. Navy fliers 
claimed they knocked out or 
damaged three bridges, three 
storage areas, four barges and 
a radar site.
